REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2, 7-27, and 
28-30 (newly added) are allowed for the reasons set forth in previous Notice of Allowance of 9 
January 2009. In addition, the newly recited claim limitations to claims 2 and 7-27 find full 
support in the specification as originally filed, as do the newly recited claims 28-30. The prior 
art does not teach or fairly suggest substantially purified nucleic acid molecules that encode 
maize or soybean enzyme, wherein the nucleic acid molecules comprises nucleic acid sequences 
which share between 100% and 95% sequence identity with the nucleic acid sequences selected 
from those of claims 2 and 7-27. Further, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
transformed seed comprising a transformed plant cell comprising the nucleic acid molecules 
which comprise an exogenous promoter region which functions in said plant cell to cause the 
production of an mRNA molecule which is linked to structural nucleic acid molecules wherein 
the structural nucleic acid molecules shares between 100% and 95% sequence identity with those 
sequences listed in claim 28 and 29. Further, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
method of growing a transgenic plant comprising planting a transformed seed comprising the 
nucleic acid molecules which comprise nucleic acid sequences wherein the nucleic acid 
sequences share between 100% and 95% sequence identity with those sequences listed in claim 
30.
